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Collection Reflects Christmas Traditions 


A VERY MERRY 
CHRISTMAS 


One man’s hobby of collecting 
Christmas cards for 60 years of his 
life has led to an increasing amount 
of knowledge on the origin of modem 
American Christmas traditions. This 
man died in the year 1912 at the age 
of 85. He was an Englishman, Jona¬ 
than King. A major part of the King 
collection is now part of the Hall¬ 
mark Historical Collection. From this 
material historians have pieced to¬ 
gether a remarkable record of what 
they call “the golden age of Christ¬ 
mas”—the Victorian years that saw 
Christmas revered and celebrated in 
a fashin unknown to any other gen¬ 
eration. Ring, whose father was an 
early greeting card publisher in Bri¬ 
tain, began his collection in the 
1850’s, only a few years after the first 
Christmas card was published. This 
historic greeting was designed in 
1843 by John CalcOtt Horsley, a wide¬ 
ly known artist of the period for Sir 
Henry Cole, director of the Victoria 
and Albert museum. The Cole-Hors- 
ley card bears the now universal 
greeting, “A Merry Christmas and 
a Happy New Year to You”. It de¬ 
picts a joyous family seated at 
Christmas dinner, and the Christmas 
charities of feeding the hungry and 
clothing the needy—scenes that were 
to be repeated again gnd again on 
Christmas cards in , Sequent years. 
The Hallmark collection, housed at 
the company’s headquarters in Kan¬ 
sas City, Mo., contains some 40,000 
examples of the cards published be¬ 
tween 1840 and 1910 both in England 
and the United States. In this coun¬ 
try the first known Christmas card 
dates from 1850. The Christmas greet-1 
ings of the Victorian 1 era rival in j 
beauty the best cards of our own | 
age of advanced technical skill. Many j 
of the most famous artists on both j 
sides of the Atlantic were employed j 
to design them. Ingenious mechani-1 


cal devices were originated to anim¬ 
ate cards much as they are today. 

The symobls of Christmas Santa- 
Claus, holly, mistletoe, wise men, 
carolers, first became popular on 
cards of that age. It was Louis 
Prang of Boston an art loving lith¬ 
ographer, who published the best 
early Christmas greetings in this 
country, between 1876 and 1900. The 
merriment surrounding Christmas in 
the last half of the 19th century, 
with all Its attendant Christmas 
costumes resulted from the passing 
of the strong spirit of Puritanism 
that had ggrvaded both England and 
the United States. The Christmas 
card custom, once so firmly entrench¬ 
ed, became out of fashion for a dec¬ 
ade after the turn of the century 
with the influx of German postcards. 
It was not until 1910 that American 
manufacturers such as Hallmark 
began to achieve success. The cus¬ 
toms Jonathan King noted so care¬ 
fully a hundred years ago are as 
popular as ever today.

Unique Monopoly 

Norsk Medisinaldepot A/S, an in¬ 
dependent state corporation estab¬ 
lished by the Norwegian Parliament 
in 1957, recently observed its fifth 
anniversary. With monopoly on im¬ 
port and export of drugs, as well as 
on sale of imported drugs to apothe¬ 
caries, public laboratories and scien¬ 
tific establishments, it is a unique 
institution in the West. 

Boa id chairman Dr. Anton Jervell, 
professor of medicine at the Uni¬ 
versity of Oslo, reported to the meet¬ 
ing that turnover has increased about 
11 per cent each year, rising from 
Kr. 59.5 million pi the first operating 
year to Kr. 92 million now. 

Dr. Jervel declared that Norsk 
Medisinaldepot A/S has helped to Im¬ 
prove the quality of medicines and 
to low «r retell drag prices. The Depot 
operates its own analysis and control 
laboratory. 

The Director General is appointed 
by the government. So are four of 
the seven board members, with the 
rest named by parliament. The depot 
has its main office in Oslo, and 
branches in Trondheim and Harstad. 
Another will soon open in Bergen.

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Automatic Pilots Guide Trains 


LETHBRIDGE MORTGAGE BURNED 


A box the size of a compact table- 
model radio will replace the motor- 
men on Stockholm’s subway trains 
within the next few years. The auto¬ 
matic pilots will result in significant 
savings in labor and electricity for 
the capital’s rapid-transit system, 
plus better rush-hour service. 

The device, which was developed 
by ASEA, the Swedish Electric Com¬ 
pany, can be used for peak rush-hour 
as well as for slower services, and 
for any number of stops. It is said 
to be at least as advanced as similar 
systems now being tested in the Uni- 
ed States, the Soviet Union, France 
and Western Germany. 

The automatic pilots, according 
to present estimates, will reduce 
the Stockholm transit system’s an¬ 
nual deficit by nearly four million 
kronor (nearly $800,000), or about 
12 per cent. The crew on each train 
will be cut from two to one, and sub¬ 
way personnel will thus be reduced 
by 160. The reduction will be achiev¬ 
ed through normal retirements and 
a less intensive recruitment program. 

The pilot takes over when the 
crewman closing the doors gives the 
all-clear signal. Under way, the brain 
responds to the subway’s ordinary 
signal system, increasing or decreas¬ 
ing speed according to the distance 
from the train in front, and braking 
at a predetermined point near each 
station. In some instances the relay 
system will work independently of 
the information fed the brain. It will, 
for example, slow down the train on 
curves. 

The automatic pilot can be pro¬ 


grammed for both high and low traf¬ 
fic schedules. It will enable the 
Stockholm transit system to raise 
peak-period traffic from 30 to 36 
trains an hour. 

Bigger Turkeys 
Aim Of Experts 

Poultry expert Dr. G. A. Clayton 
suggests that the turkey is still only 
at the beginning of its development 
as a source of meat for human con¬ 
sumption. And he sets out a course 
of breeding which may provide small 
units with the sort of guidance they 
need. 

Clayton advocates a form of pri¬ 
vate random sample testing. Ap¬ 
plied to the male line there would 
be selection of any particular strain 
emerging as superior for growth and 
it would become the male line for 
the first or second cross.. Further 
decision should then be delayed un¬ 
til the fecundity results from the 
strains and their crosses become 
available. Outcome of this test 
largely determines the overall po¬ 
licy to be pursued.

Aluminum Forecast 


The ministry of industry, in a re¬ 
port to parliament, has outlined con¬ 
crete alternatives for locating future 
aluminum plants. The report spells 
out how the Norwegian aluminum in¬ 
dustry could achieve the expansion 
target suggested in the government’s 
long-term program for 1962-65. 

With a usable water power reserve 
corresponding to an annual produc¬ 
tion of some 80-90 billion kwh’s, the 
report observes, industry could in¬ 
crease its power consumption at the 
rate of about 12 billion kwh’s a year 
until 1970. On the basis of planned 


projects, the aluminum industry 
would be able to boost its produc¬ 
tion capacity to about 600,000 tons by 
1970, as against 197,000 tons in 1960. 
Such a plant expansion would re¬ 
quire total investments of some Kr 
2.6 billion, in addition to about Kr. 
1.4 billion for new power plants. 

Realization of existing projects for 
expansion of Norway’s power-con¬ 
suming industry is predicated on a 
substantial supply of foreign capital. 
A main aim should be to strive for 
at least 50 per cent Norwegian- 
owned capital in the new companies. 


New Electronics Laboratory 


The Norwegian Defense Research 
Establishment — FFI — located at 
Kjeller, recently invited civilian and 
military defense authorities to inspect 
its new Electronics Laboratory, 
which accommodates the depart¬ 
ments of radar and telecommunica¬ 
tion research. The new building, 
which has a net floor space of nearly 
45,000 square -feet, cost about Kr. 3.5 
million, and about the same amount 
was spent on machinery and instru¬ 
ments. 

Established in 1945, FFI is now 
one of the most -important research 
institutes in Norway. Its present staff 
comprises about 350 senior scientists 
and research assistants. There are 
separate departments for explosives, 
physics, chemistry, toxicology, 
radar telecommunications and sub¬ 


marine warfare. The latter is located 
at Horten on the Oslofjord.

As the United Nations matures the 
need for attention and support from 
every citizen grows with each pass¬ 
ing birthday. To this end the 17th 
anniversary was celebrated in Ed¬ 
monton with a broad program of 

activities planned to promote a ocm- 
munity-wide observance, Oct. 21-27. 

The celebration of UN Week in Ed¬ 
monton 1 is the special province of 
the Edmonton Branch of the United 
Nations Association and the Citizen’s 
Committee for the Celebration of 
United Nations Week. The UNA an¬ 
nually sponsors a coffee party on the 
opening day of the week. Displays 
representing the aims of the UN and 
its agencies are set up to encourage 
public understanding. The official 
birth-date of the UN, Oct. 24. is 
celebrated with the raising of the UN 
flag over City Hall and a banquet 
that evening.

BAN FAVORED 
BY NORWAY. 


Among the new names added to 
the mailing list for the Scandinavian 
Centre News are S, Bodvarson and 
W. V. Stephanson both of Hay River, 
NWT. Possibly these names are fa¬ 
miliar to some of our readers. The 
mention of Hay River brings to mind 
Mr. Barney Eyford, a long time 
member of the Edmonton Icelandic 
Society. So “Hello Barney, good 
health and greetings of the season to 
you” from all your friends in Ed¬ 
monton. 


Norway was one of' the 81 nations 
H’hicli this week, in a resolution 
adopted by the U.N. General As 
sembly’s Political Committee, called 
>n the nuclear powers to end all 
nuclear weanons testing. Norway 
also voted in favor of a United States- 
British resolution. Adopted 50 to 12 . 
this urged conclusion of an all-in¬ 
clusive test ban treaty under inter- 
lational control, and if this can not 
be achieved expeditiously, an interim 
treaty for uninspected cessation of 
nuclear tests in tire atmosphere, the 
oceans and space. 

Views of the Norwegian delegation 
to the General Assembly wero earlier 
outlined by Konrad Nordahl, M.P. 
and president of the Norwegian Fed¬ 
eration of Labor. In a statement to 
the Political Committee, delivered 
October 22 , he declared: “The people 
and the government of Norway are 
against all tests with nuclear wea¬ 
pons.” Recalling that parliament in 
the past year has twice passed reso¬ 
lutions branding nuclerl tests as “a 
grave violation of international mor¬ 
ality,” the M.P. added: “In our 
opinion, no government has the moral 
right to poison the air we breathe 
and the food wo eat.” 

~ Rep. Nordahl stressed, however, 
that if a comprehensive test ban 
agreement appeared unachievable. 
Norway would support an interim 
treaty excluding nuclear tests con¬ 
ducted underground.

In reply to speakers from the Con¬ 
servative and the Centrerite parties, 
who criticized that Norway again 
had voted in favor of admitting the 
Peoples Republic of China to the 
United Nations, the Premier said it 
was unrealistic to exclude a country 
from membership on moral grounds. 
He added: “Norway has all along 
been of the opinion that the UN 
should be developed into a world or¬ 
ganization. We have voted for admis 
sion of countries- whose government 
we do not like at all, because we felt 
it was right in principle. There is 
responsibility attached to UN mem¬ 
bership. For independent countries it 
should be just as much a duty as a 
right to belong to the United Na¬ 
tions.” 

VIEWS ON CRISIS AND EEC 

Liberal Bent Roiseland, acting 
chairman of the Parliament’s For¬ 
eign Affairs Committee, said the 
Cuban crisis was clearly caused by 
the establishment of Soviet rocket 
bases which USA considered as a 
threat against itself and the free 
world. 'Hie firm action taken by USA 
showed there are limits to the hostile 
moves that the free world will tol¬ 
erate. On the other hand, Rep. Roise¬ 
land warned against further moves 
which are not absolutely necessary. 
He expressed agreement with Presi¬ 
dent Ken #ly’fe view that Soviet will¬ 
ingness to negotiate was a construc¬ 
tive contribution to peace. 


Foreign Minister I-Ialvard Lange’s 
recent review of international affairs 
was the subject of a 1-day debate in 
Norwegian Parliament recently. Ex¬ 
cept for Finn Gustavsen, one of the 
two Representatives of the Socialist 
People’s Party, Mr. Lange’s evalu¬ 
ation of and views on world develop¬ 
ments received general support, from 
speakers of the major parties. 

STATEMENT BY PREMIER 

Prime Minister Einar Gerhardsen, 
at the end of Ms statement, offered 
this observation: “We all breathe 
easier after the ominous and tense 
days we went through at the height 
of the Cuban crisis. But. we must be 
prepared for further unrest in the 
months immediately ahead. A more 
comprehensive relaxation of interna¬ 
tional tension is still far off. In this 
situation, the West must continue to 
stand together and be ready to show 
resolution with respect to vital se¬ 
curity interests. We must also dem¬ 
onstrate that we are willing to nego¬ 
tiate and to join in making mutual 
concessions. If the opposite party 
could be made to realize that only 
on such a foundation can there be 
fruitful negotiations, much would be 
gained.” 

The Norwegian Premier lauded 
“the great statesmanship” shown 
by President Kennedy. Through a 
combination of firmness and modera¬ 
tion, the U.S. President clearly de¬ 
fined the limit that could not be 
transgressed without impunity. Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev, by accepting 
this limit and thus steering clear 
of the extreme risk, demonstrated his 
understanding of political realities.
